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A Glance at the Facts.

OCIALISM is the political economy of the wage-work- 
I I ing claMj The iutereate of thii wage-working cUes— 
| »MLiJ their economic an3 political intere«tj>—are therefore 
paramount hi the .Sochri^Democratic party. The So- 
cial-Deiiiocratir party ii to be the wme in the political 
field that the ^rade imion ia in the economic field. 

Bnt the wage-working claaa, the proletariat, ia not a fixtd 
claaa in anv country, and least of alt in America". 

There ia a conatanlf flux to and from the proletariat in every 
cirilixed country. Kntire aectiona of the middle class are driven 
to it by the concentration of production, by the invention of new 
machinery, nr by the effects of competition. 

On the other hand, many wage workers sink beyond the 
proletariat and become tramps or criminals. 

But in this country there has been, and to some degree there 
•till exists, another reason for the instability of the proletariat. 

Because of the comparatively thin population of this country, 
its great natural re,-<onrccs and its vast ‘‘elbow-room,” the Ameri- 
car proletarian until very recently had a chance to become indo- 
Indent and leave his class. .Such chances exist even now in a 
limited depee. Energetic individuals stele to get out of the 
magt-tt orking class instead of organising it for ^esistance. 

The fanatics of tlio d.x^trine of “class consciouaniisa” will do 
well to take this fact into consideration.. 

Besides, the feeling of clssj distinction in America, at least 
among native workingmen, has not the same historic foundation 
that it has in Germany or England.' The class consciousness even 
of the British wage workers cannot compare witli that ot the 
German Social-Denuicrata, as appeared during the strike of 
British machinists, for instance, when comparatively larger sum? 
were donated in Germany for the assistance of the strikers than 
in England itself. 

This fact finds its explanation in the ethical side of the So¬ 
cialist propaganda in Germany. The workingmen of Germany 
who belong to the Social-Democratic party, and this inoiodes 
nearly all the workingmen in the great industrial centers, arc 
thorough infidels and are literally afraid of neither God nor 
devil. But .Socialism and th: idea of the solidarity of the-work¬ 
ingmen of all nations have become a religion with the great 
mass of the working p^le of Germany and have accomplished 
wonders. “Ciaas-consciousncss" there has an ethical meaning and 
ia founded upon Ine dc<*ply religious trait of the Teutonic race, 
which upon this question seems to be still unawakoned in the 
Anglo-Saxons. 

Even in Germany, the present iimited conception of claa-i 
interest and class conscionaness will have to broaden, if the So- 
eial-Democratic party ia to make any further headw^. 

The present conception has reaped the limit of its uaefnl- 
ness, woen all, or xirtnally all, the industrial wotkars are under 
the banner of the Germail Social-Democracy. 

In order to gain the independent pasaantry aad the middle 
olaaa whidi still exists in large numbers even in Germany, the 
tacma “claaa intereaf* and “daaa-conaciananeaa” will have to 
ehanga thg^ meaning. One pecds only to l-uiik at the recent

in Ainerica, aa in every other country, the laboring daas— 
or strictly speaking, the pr^tariat—forms the most fsixirablc 
nemiting mnnd for an advance guani of piogreaa. Bnt ener- 
gntio and honest men from alt ofausea who understand the 
class struggle and are imbned with the spirit of our dau are 
welcome in our ranks. 

The wa^ workers with "nothing to lose but their chains” 
natimllj|r will famish most of the soldiers in '.the itmgj^lo 
for Socialism. But they w'H not furnish all the soldien, aad 
la no oonntry have they fnrtiiabed all the leaders. 

This is easily erpiained. 

The eironmstances surrounding a wage worker are such tiiat 
on^ in exceptional oases can he obtain, the knowledge, education 
and training indiiqienaabie to a leader. 

_ Van and Engels, the aei<'ntlfic founders of intematiooal 
Soeia li sin, were not proletariins, nor was Ferdinand Loaaalle, 
ttie foni^er of the German Social-Damociaoy.. Liefaknecht, Be- 
bel, Heine,. VoUmar and other German leaders came from the 
middle clai^ Singer even from the eapitaliefs. The qioet famons 
French Socialist leaders, Janres, Lafaigve, and Oaesdo are not 
proletarians. Searoely any^ of the noted Itdian load na are wage- 
workert. They are mostly nniversity profeiaora, wntera, etc., etc*'

T*ie proletariat of no ciKilixed'conntry mw well diapensa with 
the intolligrace and the power of^ remittance which rtil! remains 
in the middle data, notwithstanding the 'fact that it ia gradoally 
dectyiDg. 

In America it wouId.be folly to base a -Socialist movement 
upon the .supposition that a middle class dogs not exist, or that 
it will not exist after a little time. Eiaedally, if It ia also a 
part of the Socialist “tacUus” to ignore tfc faiineia, or to traat 
them as the enemies of the “cUw-Oonacioos proletariat,” on'the 
<dd theory of the father inqutsiWN ‘that evarrbody who ia not 
for ns, is against ns.” 

We expect that every ignoiimt frnatic and narrow-miiided 
bigot in our party will break out in shrieks and 
against this view as being rsnk “hermy” and “n.iddleKdais’' So- 
rialiam. Bnty this cannot restrain ua from doing what ia ti^t 
People of t,tie above chararteiixed kind, by'dimp phrases and 
artificial fanaticism, up to tlie present time hare ancoaeded in 
retarding'the growth of the .Socialist ]urty in most wetions of

Growth of the Injunction

^ ihe montli of Doccmbi-r, 1893, something over eleven 
* I years ago, a federal injunction was iasueil that broke 
|g| all the records up to that time and stirred up the wliolc 
29 country. This injunction wa.s issuH bv .Tames G. Jen¬ 
kins, judge of the United States ti.-cuit Csuirt, and re- 
s^ined the employes of the Northern Pacific railway from quit¬ 
ting the service of tliat company under penalty of being found 
gnilty of contempt and sent to jail. 

'riif facta in the case, which art rccalied by a recently pnb- 
iiahad interview with Judge Jenkins who lias retired from the 
lienoh, and the eoncurrin', editorial comment of the capitalist 
press, were aa follows: 

The Nuiih-:^ I’seific, robbed and wrecked by the knaves who 
liad control of ita affairs, applied to the fodoral court in the person' 
of Judge Jenkins for a receivership, which wa-s promptly granted. 
Following this order of the court and the appointment of the re¬ 
vivers, tlie latter petitioned the court for an order making sweep¬ 
ing reductions in the wagns of employers, and fearing that a strike 
might follow, the receivers asked' the court at the same time to 
i.ssiie an order restraining the employes from leaving the service of 
the company, aud this was also promptly granted! It was this 
latter order that aroused the storm and it raged fiercely for some 
montlw. Indignation meetings were held by labor unions, notably 
in Chirago, where a mass meeting was called for the. special pur¬ 
pose of denouncing .fudge Jenkins and demand his impeachment. 
Oliwiient lo the indignation and clamor of organiied labor. Con¬ 
gressman McGonn of Illinois introduced a resolution in Congress 
looking to the investigation of the affair by the judiciary ooro- 
mittee, but, of course, nothing came from it and it was not long 
before the judicial crime, for such it waa, was forgotten. 

The strange thing about it was that the employes did not strike 
under such extreme provocation and this was due to the fact that 
their leaders, the national officers of their unions, urged them not. 
to do ao, snd united in a letter to the general manager accepting 
the order of the court and acquiescing in the eitaation. The writer, 
who was then organising the American Railway Union, tried to 
have the employes resent the despoBe decree of the oonrt end quit 
in a body from end to end of the line, hut other oounseli pteinmed 
and they remained at work. It would have been intereirtlng to 
see the ten or twrive tiiousand employee quit ai one and defy the 
outregeons order of the court, and then see Jenkins make good 
his order and send them to jtil. The judicial bluff would have 
been called and not only would they not have gone to jail, but the 
court would have stood exposed and rebuked and tho reduetion in 
the wages would have been restored. I am still waiting for organ¬ 
ized workingmen to take advantage of just such an opening v^en 
ten thousand or more worken sl^ all be sinialtaneotMly m oco- 
tempt for the defiance of some outrageoua federal injunction. It' 
will have a most wholesome effect—^infinitely better than Bie ser¬ 
vile pleas of labor leaders and legialatiTe committaes in Ihe hu¬ 
miliating rule of mendicanta crawling in the dust at the feet of 
their snppoaed senranta. 

Had the army of Northern Pacific employas rewnted the out¬ 
rage of Judge Jenkins in 1898 by quitting in defianoe of bis in-

It is needlcM to 
say that such an amendment will 
fail of passage.

He claims that 
the law is a good one, but that, like 
all other goixl labor legislation, it 
interfere* »'ith this one right which 
the (Hurts oopioder as being inviola¬ 
ble.

It proved a 
graat thing for tbe corporations, just wh*t they had been looking for. 
No longer waa there any need for a private Pinkerton army. That waa 
a elumay contrjvanco compared to the nniaelcn, automatic, aelf-acUag 
Injundion. The Flnkertnns wore esponaivo, rumhersotno, aroused hatred 
I and aometimea missed fire. The injonction was free from all these ob* 

I JecUons. One shock from the judicial better}* and labor waa paralysed 
j and counted out. 

Since fTrat introdueed in tbe straggle between labor and capital tbe 
Injunction baa developed from tbe flint lock to the rapid fire. Jndge 
denkins enjovs in hie rctir»-ment tbe diatlnctloo of haiHng contributed 
; one of its chief improvements. HU fame U secure and to U hi* infamy. 
H* need not worry ahoot rindica^n. He waa a* loyal a jndge aa *v«r 
bowed to Mammon, aa faithful a tool aa ever served hU master, and m 
eoniunmate a hypoerite aa evar stabbed liberty in tbe name of law. 

Tbe injunction is playing ita usual role in the teamsters* strike in 
Cbieago, The Team C^ners" Amociation of Chicagr are iacornorated 
ia We*t Virginia and by this trick become aa interstate aaaociatmn and 
mettled under the wing of the t7nitod States court. The federal iajunc- 
tlon to destroy the strike and rout the strikers has already been applied 
for and granted. This goes withont saying. What are Judges Qrosaenp 
, and Kohtsaat nn the bench for! C-ertainly not for tba health of tbe 
* teamsters. They are there to do what they were appointed to tlo by the 
president of the exploiting capItalisK elected by the exploited irnrk^ 

At thfs writing earloads of negroes are being ehlpped into Cbieago 
to take the places of tbe. striking teamstm, while injuDctloss, like 
swords sharwned by threads, hang above ibeiv beads and ten Urouaand 
regular soldiers with shotted guns are on tbe sdge of the city awaiting 
ths command to sprinkle tbe streets with the blood of labor. 

Ob, that all the workers of (Chicago would back up the toamatora 
and garment wnrkeo by throwing tlown their tools and quitting work! 
Twenty-four hoitrt of such a strike woiriif'bring the masters to their 
knees.* But they have too many ubIobs and too many leaders for this, 
and ao they mo^ flght it out to the bitter end. 

In t^ meantime Ike cvoluiioB of tho injunction ia making for So* 
cialiim.
